Cavell discusses 
use of welfare aid 

"For God's soke, let's make 
if efficient or drop it," moaned 
Nik Cavell, formerly of the 
Department of External Affairs 
at the final lecture of the 
University of Manitoba's Con- 
ference on Commonwealth Af< 
folrs. 

He was discussing the use of 
welfare aid to underdeveloped 
nations as a means of combatting 
Communism. The Marshall Plan 
which changed Europe from a 
continent in ruins to a state of 
great prosperity was called a 
good example of what could be 
done. 

However, there is at present a 
need for great improvement in 
the distribution of such foreign 
aid. Unless something is done, 
claims Cavell, "The hungry 
people of the world will be 
hungry tomorrow and hungry 
forever." 

He then called the Cold War "a 
dangerous game of atomic black* 
mail which must be stopped." He 
added that the rift in the Com- 
munist camp may cause various 
twists in ideology, but is not like- 
iy to change basic Communism.

HUMANISTS TOLD TO ORGANIZE 

"There is an essentiel need for an organization of 
humanists, even though many humanists are very indivi- 
dualistic." 

This point was made by Dr. E.G. Poser of the Human- 
ist Fellowship of Montreal, yesterday at the inaugural 
meeting of the McGill Humanist Society. 

Speaking to an overflow crowd in the Union Salon, 
Dr. Poser emphasized that organization must exist for any 
action to be effective. Action is needed, he continued, in 
provincial marriage and burial lows, and in our courts 
and schools. 

"In Quebec there is tolerance for believers of alt 
religious faiths," stated. Dr. Poser, "but is seems that there 
is no freedom not to believe." 

■ According to Dr. Poser, many people nurse beliefs 
similar to those of humanism but keep them secret' since 
they are unaware that anyone else holds the same views.

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China exists! 



With the announcement that France has 
extended de jure recognition to the People's 
Republic of China, that which was once un- 
thinkable and later inevitable has finally 
become actual. Assuredly the United States 
is still not prepared to extend similar re- 
cognition. Her interests in Formosa and the 
far east make such a move impossible at this 
time. Moreover, the American people would 
not be amenable to such d step and Lyndon 
Johnson, the consummate politician, would 
hardly chance recognizing China in an elec- 
tion year. 

The United States, furthermore, is still 
smarting over the Cuban fiasco and extreme- 
ly hésitant about doing anything which might 
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Strengthen the communist cdmp (unless, of 
course, it will did their balance of payments 
difficulties). As a result, the Americans may 
be depentJed upon to continue their efforts 
to block China's admission to the Uriited 
Nations, even if admission would not involve 
the loss of . Chiang Kai-Shek's seat in the 
General Assembly or the Security Council. 

Nevertheless, the die has been irrevocably 
cast. The future may see two Chinas or one 
in the United Nations, bût if It Is to be one 
then, inevitably it will be the China of 600 
million and not Formosa, and it is clear that 
the change will not be long in coming. 

Whether there will be one or two Chinas 
in the UN may depend very greatly upon 
what course of action the United States 
follows. If she maintains uncompromising 



hostility to Coinrnunist China, the same, swell 
which carries Mao Into the UN may sweep 
Chiang out. If, on the other hand, the US 
recognizes the direction In which 'the tide Is 
running, she may still be able to obtain, what 
is In effect, the most, she can hope for, namely 
Formosa and the rnalhlbhd both represented. 

Admittedly, the Chinëse Com^mùhlsts have 
not behaved in a manner befitting a member 
of the United Nations. Admittedly, opening 
the doors of the UN to Mao is unlikely to 
result in his immediate reform. Nevertheless, 
the People's Republic will soon become, if it 
is not now, a power to be reckoned with In 
world affairs; a power whose existence 
could only be questioned by the most naive 
of minds. The Communists' title t<j, the main- 
land may be based on force and oppression, 
but that they hove a title which no one is 
prepared to take from them is a fact of 
which the United States and the other non- 
recognizing countries, including our own, will 
have to take cognizance. 

Charles de Gaulle's "policy de grandeur" 
has led him to the extension of recognition 
to Red China. The United States, understand- 
ably, is quite displeased. Nevertheless, one 
can safely predict that American pragmatism 
will lead it to the same conclusion, in the 
near future. Perhaps le Grand Charles, for 
reasons of his own, has once again been the 
pace setter.

Council and the Na- 
tional Research. CounciL In- 
creased, grants to the Provincial 
Governments to aid graduate and 
undergraduate students. 

Apparently this is what Mr. Spi- 
vock considers to be a "meaning- 
less cliché" or a "meaningless or 
undefined phrase."
